Priests of the diocese were asked to read the 
following pastoral letter at all Masses sometime 
during August. 

My Dear People of God in the Diocese 
of San Diego, 


It has become more and _ more 
fashionable of late, especially on the part 
of certain extreme civil libertarians, to 
insist, ‘‘You cannot legislate morality.”’ 
‘This statement is an affront to those who 
take the practice of religion_seriously. It is 
also an overly glib cliche which robs our 
society of public moral virtue and a 
common pattern of national morality. As 


but one institution among many...The 
consequences are far-reaching...It really 
means the reduction of all moral claims to 
individualistic passion. Then, indeed, 
every question of value is dissolved into a 
question of power.”’ 


It is a central Christian truth that we 
have a serious responsibility to become 
involved in the formation of public 
morality. The Second Vatican Council 
and all recent popes have emphasized that 
such involvement is the particular 
responsiblity of the laity. If our society 
finally succeeds in collapsing all moral 
values into the whims of any one 


moment, what would result would be the 
moral equivalent of terrorism. Such a

1986 VOTE — A revised draft of a 
proposed pastoral letter on campus ministry 
will be ready for U.S. bishops to discuss this 
fall but the vote on the letter has been pushed 
back to November 1986, according to its 
drafters. Father Joseph Kenna, the bishops’ 
conference’s representative for campus 
ministry, said July 23 that although the vote 
on the pastoral had been expected at this fall’s 
meeting, it has tentatively been rescheduled 
for the November 1986 meeting because of the 
heavy revisions required in the document. 


AFRICAN MISSION — Twenty years 
after Pope Paul VI asked African bishops to 
undertake a missionary role, Nigerian priests 
are considering an apostolate to America’s 
black population. ‘“‘I see challenges in the 
U.S.,”” said Msgr. Godwin P. Akpan, a 
member of the Missionary Society of St. Paul 
and rector of the National Missionary 
Seminary of St. Paul in Abuja, Nigeria. 
Father Akpan was in Baltimore meeting with 
the Josephite Fathers, a Baltimore-based order 
of priests whose ministry is to black Catholics. 
He visited the Josephite centers to gain an 
understanding of the kind of work his priests 
would do if they came to the United States. 


“REAL CRISIS’ — The farm crisis is real, 
said James Plaxico, a professor of agricultural 
economics at Oklahoma State University. In 
an interview with The Sooner Catholic, 
newspaper of the Archdiocese of Oklahoma 
City, Plaxico quoted a recent survey which 
found that one in every five farmers and 
ranchers questioned experiences significant to 
severe financial distress. 


CHURCH ‘HINDERED’ — Numerous 
state restrictions, including control of pastoral 
travel by priests and bishops, are hindering the 
Catholic Church in Vietnam, according to a 
Vatican agency. ‘‘The-local church today is 
forced to live and work in conditions that are at 
times rather difficult,’’ said Fides, the news 
agency for the Congregation for the 
Evangelization of Peoples. The congregation is 
responsible for mission territories. However, 


even with the difficulties, there are signs that 
the Church in Vietnam is alive and 
developing, Fides said in a commentary. It 
cited the nomination of new bishops and a 
“‘sense of cultural and religious adaptation.’ 


‘ALL YOU CAN BE’ — Pope John Paul II 
urged a group of young campers to realize 
their need for God after celebrating a Mass for 
them July 23 at Castelgandolfo, the papal 
summer residence. ‘‘Man without God cannot 
understand himself, nor can he become all he 
is to be,’’ the pope said. The campers came 
from throughout Italy to a nearby shrine for an 
eight-day retreat focusing on the role of the 
Blessed Virgin as the harmonizer of human 
and divine love. 


BOMBINGS CONDEMNED — The 
Vatican newspaper L’Osservatore Romano has 
condemned two bombings, including one at a 
Jewish synagogue and an adjacent home for 
the elderly, that injured 27 people in 
Copenhagen, Denmark, July 22. The 
newspaper said July 23 that every form of 
terrorist attack should be denounced, but 
especially when ‘‘hatred is directed against a 
house of prayer and a house where elderly 
people live.’’ 


SEPARATION VIOLATED? — A 
Baptist group and a member of Congress have 
complained that broadcast of a weekly Mass to 
Cuba over the U.S. government’s new Radio 
Marti violates separation of church and state. 
Radio Marti, which began broadcasts to Cuba 
in May, on Sundays broadcasts on tape delay 
a weekly Mass celebrated by Auxiliary Bishop 
Agustin Roman of Miami, a Cuban who was 
forced into exile by the regime of Cuban 
President Fidel Castro. The church-state issue 
was raised in a letter by the Baptist Joint 
Committee on Public Affairs, a Washington- 
based organization representing Baptists 
nationally, and in House floor debate on 
Radio Marti July 17 by Rep. Bill Alexander, 
D-Ark. 


TENSION HIGHER — Northern

“WORST WAY — The worst way to deal 
with the shortage of priests is to close parishes, 
said Bishop Cletus F. O’Donnell of Madison, 
Wis., in issuing guidelines for redistribution of 

‘clergy. ‘“The eniotional trauma is very great,”’ 
he said. ‘‘We’re trying to avoid that...People 
have been baptized, married and buried there. 
(They) have become attached to these places.’’

Priest runs ambitious

BAY PARK — A marriage preparation program run 
by a new priest at the Church of St. Mary Magdalene has 
to be — by almost anyone’s standards — one of the most 
successful in the diocese. 


In quality and quantity, Father Steve Dunleavy’s 
marriage preparation program receives high marks. In 
the one year Father Dunleavy has been a priest he has 
prepared about 55 couples for the Sacrament of 


' Matrimony. 


SOME OF the couples came to him with little 
knowledge of the. Church and practically no parish 
involvement, but now are more informed and are active 
in parochial life. : 


“‘T don’t make it easy for couples...because this is going 
to be the closest connection they are going to have with a 
priest one-on-one for the rest of their lives. So, I make the 
most of the opportunity.”’ 


The process usually begins with a_ telephone 
conversation. He finds out if the fiances are parishioners, 
and if not, why they want to marry at St. Mary 
Magdalene. He schedules a one-hour interview with them 
to discuss their faith and to slate another appointment for 
the diocesan-required pre-nuptial interview. 


HE HELPS the couple choose which two of the three 
diocesan marriage preparation programs they will attend. 
They can choose from Evenings for the Engaged, 
Engaged Encounter Weekends and Pre-Cana classes. 


After the diocesan requirements are met, little else is 
usually required of couples from other priests. However, 
Father Dunleavy meets with couples once or twice a 
month to discuss subjects related to the Church and 
marriage. 


‘*This is about the best chance for catechesis with these 
people that I as a priest will ever have,”’ he said. 

HE GIVES each person a Handbook for Today’s 
Catholics and requires them to read it. The 40-page 
booklet is given to them free and’ provides discussion 
materials for subsequent meetings. 


THE THEME was carried out in the parish hall; 
brightly decorated craft centers set up there were named 
Prayer Patch, Worship Ways, Joyful Junction and 
Peacemakers’ Paradise. Here teachers and 12 teen-age 
assistants conducted activities ranging from making 
stained glass windows to painting rocks with a peace 
symbol. 


A booth for writing “‘love bug letters’’ to parents, 
relatives and friends attracted some of the youth, Garfield 
said. Background music came from the stage where 
Father Wayne Sanders, rector of the church of the Good 
Samaritan, accompanied groups of singing pupils on his 
guitar. 

‘‘The kids are learning a lot about their relationship 
with God,’’ Episcopalian Father James Wilson, a teacher, 
said. tos 


THE ECUMENICAL aspect of this program is 
“‘positive,’’ Father Boudoin said. However, it does not 
offer liturgies and opportunities for children to receive the 
Sacrament of Reconciliation, he added. 


The objective of Blessed Sacrament Church’s Sonburst 
program was “‘to give the pupils a spirit of community so 
they understand we are church,’’ Loretto Sister Patrick 
Marie Sharpe, director of catechetical ministry (DCM), 
said. 


This concept was reimforced when the pupils visited 
Mission San Diego de Alcala, St. Therese and Our Lady 
of Grace parishes and discussed the Church as buildings 
and as people, instructor Paula Okey said. 


EACH WEEK from July 2 to 18, about 125 first- to 
sixth-graders explored one of the themes — faith, hope 
and love. All gathered for Sister Patrick Marie’s teaching 
on theme-related Bible stories which were illustrated by 
skits with clowns played by teen-agers Ann Bulat and 
Janine Gaskin. 


Thirty-four high school counselors then led groups of 
10 to 15 pupils in arts, crafts, music and recreational 
activities, Okey said. Six-year-old Amy Morrison wore 
her project — a T-shirt she painted with the words, ‘‘God 
bless me.”’ 


The morning ended as each group presented its 
application of the lesson to all the pupils. 


SISTER PATRICK Marie and Okey have designed 


the Sonburst curriculum since its inception five years ago. - 


St. Martin of Tours Church’s ‘‘Glory Days’’ drew 
more than 80 pre-school to sixth grade participants, 
director Jean Panno said. The five-day program ending 
July 19 focused on ‘‘God’s action in their lives and their 
faith response to that action,’’ Panno explained. 


‘en teachers and about 15 aides provided classroom 
instruction and related follow-up activities. Three- and 
four-year-olds danced to religious music, waving paper- 


marriage program 


Father Dunleavy decided to hand it out when he found 
many Catholics preparing for marriage cannot even name 
the seven sacraments. 


The book helps the non-Catholics understand their 
potential spouse’s faith and can serve as a reference, “‘if, 
please God, the children are raised in the Church.” 


“‘A GOOD percentage’? of Catholics and non- 
Catholics have shown an interest in finding out more than 
the book tells. He will help the non-Catholics enlist in the 
Rite of Christian Initiation of Adults (RCIA) if they 
request it, but “‘I pressure them in no manner, way, 
shape or form. 


If a person is pressured to convert, they almost always 
will be ‘‘embittered’’ and that will ruin the marriage and 
the faith life of the,family, he said. 


In the course of the preparation, he gives a Pre- 
Marriage Inventory Test to all but those who opt for the 
Marriage Encounter Weekend (the PMI test is given 
during the weekend). ‘‘I think it’s a very valuable tool for 
building communication. I think it is extremely good.”’ 


HE HAS found, during the pre-nuptial interview, that 
couples always say they understand the ‘‘obligations of 
marriage’? but few have actually discussed who will 
control the checkbook, clean house, earn money, etc. 


At one time he ran marriage preparation for a group of 
couples, because it fit their scheduling needs and 
personalities. He found the group provided a source of 
support and enabled the couples to see that others had 
similar problems. That group still meets and recently 
gathered to see the videotape of the marriage of one of the 
couples. 


The classes created ‘‘some kind of a bond’’ that helped 
the couples become more involved in the parish, he said. 
“‘That’s not to say I’m trying to start some kind of 
personality cult, because I’m not.’’ 


HOWEVER, WHEN couples know at least one parish 
priest and a few other couples, a sense of belonging 
begins. The group approach to marriage preparation is 
one answer to the ‘‘impersonal’’ nature of the Church, he 
said.

Patriotism? 


Bishop Maher’s pastoral letter repeats what has become a 
theme in his statements: the desperate neéd for Catholic people to 
exercise their influence in the public sphere. 


As the largest church in the United States, in terms of 
numbers, we can and should have more to say. Why don’t we? 


One reason could be a self-conscious/inferior feeling that 
Catholics have as a hangover from our immigrant days. Until 
relatively lately, Catholics were looked upon as second-class 
citizens. They were basically foreign in their habits and 
languages and they obeyed the dictates of a foreign monarch. In 
those days, we were often referred to as ‘‘Papists.’’ 


Catholics responded to this shoddy treatment by being more 
American than our critics. We compensated by being slavishly 
patriotic and uncritical. But those days are over for many of our 
people. 

Another reason could be what I will refer to as parochial 
myopia. There is always a danger in church circles that we will 
become so busy baking our own bread that we forget to be the 
yeast for the world. Works of piety and charity within the Church 
should be balanced by works of patriotism and charity within our 
society. Otherwise, we become self-serving escapists. As victims 
of parochial myopia, our primary concerns become church- 
centered in the worst sense. Most of our zeal is directed toward 
feathering our own nest and that is a scandal. 


A.third reason could be apathy or sloth on the part of the 
majority of Catholics. But since the apathetic and slothful are not 
reading this column, there is no benefit to be derived by writing 
further on this topic. 


The bishop has called for Catholics to be truly patriotic. He 
has highlighted several areas for our concern. Unless we see the 
need to be concerned, not much will happen...except that we will 
lose the battle by default. 


Under the cloud 


Several months after I was born, in 1945, my country dropped 
atomic bombs on the Japanese cities of Hiroshima and N agasaki. 
In a very real sense, I have spent all my 40 years living under the 
cloud of those explosions. 


Growing up in the typical American schools, I learned that, it 
had been necessary to use ‘‘the bomb’’ to end the war quickly 
and save American lives. Scholars now question the truthfulness 
of that line of reasoning. 


I also grew up in the age of civil defense, which means that 
once a week we practiced what we should do if someone were to 
drop an atomic bomb on us. I remember crouching under the 
desk in one type of drill. In another drill, we all marched 
downstairs to the basement of the school. Since I was the tallest 
boy in the class, I was to leave last, because all the window shades 
needed to be lowered. 


When I met my first Japanese person, I was far along in high 
school. He was from Nagasaki and he was an Augustinian 
brother. The Augustinians were teaching me at that time and I 
learned from them that Nagasaki had been a center of 
Catholicism in Japan for centuries. 


In high school and later at Villanova University we collected 
canceled stamps to raise money for those Japanese missions in 
Nagasaki. The stamp collecting was all the more important, in 
my eyes, because it was benefiting those same people whom we 
had bombed in my infancy. 


The clouds which rose over Hiroshima and Nagasaki have 
hovered over the entire world these last 40 years. We should 
never forget to remember Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 


Speaking at the site of the first bomb blast, in Hiroshima, Pope 
John Paul II put it very directly and very well when he said 
“From now on, it is only through a conscious choice that 
humanity can survive.”’

flesh and blood has not revealed this to 
thee, but My Father in heaven.’’ 


The Church teaches that God is the 
principal author, and God the supreme 
truth. Then obviously, there can be no 
error in the sacred books, for otherwise it 
would be tantamount to imputing the 
authorship of error to God Himself. 


Scripture tells us in 2 Timothy 2:6 ‘‘All 
Scripture is inspired by God.’’ And as if 
foreseeing some would attempt to deny 
the divine origin, St. Peter adds ‘‘no 
prophecy of Scripture is made by private 
interpretation but holy men of God spoke 
as they were moved by the Holy Spirit.’’ 
Vatican II reaffirmed it once more: 
““Those divinely revealed realities which 
are presented in sacred Scripture have 
been committed to writing under the 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit.’’ 


One reading Father Brown’s comments 
cannot help but think of the danger of 
committing sin against the Holy Spirit by 
raising doubts about error in the Holy 
Scriptures.

(NC) — Here is the Vatican text of Pope John Paul II’s remarks in 
English at his weekly general audience in St. Peter’s Square July 24. 


Continuing my catechesis on the creed, I begin today a new 
section which will focus on God as our almighty Father and 
Creator. The first and fundamental truth about God is that He is 
the Source of all, the Alpha and the Omega, the Beginning and 
the End. All the other articles of the creed, then, after the 
profession of God as Father and Creator, are in a certain sense 
only a fuller elaboration of this truth. 


The God of our faith is the God of Abraham, the God of Isaac, 
the God of Jacob. Above all, He is God and Father of Our Lord 
Jesus Christ. And in Christ, the incarnate word and the eternal 
son, God has definitively revealed Himself to us as Father. Thus 
we know Him as a personal God who is very near to us, and not 
merely as a mysterious being that transcends all that exists. 


This God in whom we believe, the God and Father of Jesus 
Christ and our Father too, is at the same time the Creator of all, 
the Lord of heaven and earth. As St. Paul says: ‘‘In Him we live 
and move and have our being.’’ 


I extend a special word of welcome to the Assisi pilgrimage of 
St. Francis Retreat Center in Rye Beach, N.H. I greet most 
cordially the pilgrims from the Cross River State in Nigeria and 
the group of Serra Club members from Hong Kong. 


I offer a very warm welcome to the group of doctors and their 
families from Greece and to the sick from Malta on pilgrimage to 
Lourdes. Your presence at this audience brings joy to my heart. I 
assure you of my prayers for you and your loved ones. 


And upon all the English-speaking visitors I invoke joy and 
peace in Our Lord Jesus Christ.

HE SENSES her disappointment but doesn’t know 
why and chalks it up to her mystifying mood changes. 
They’re home by 9 and settle into television after

findings in their presence? Many difficulties are of our 
own making, there is no gainsaying that. But there are 
also very many beyond our control. 


POVERTY, STARVATION, incessant conflict and 
warfare present objective problems that have little to do 
with attitudes or habits of thinking. They are facts not 
simple nor easy to deal with. It is hard enough to adjust to 
the necessary pains of change and growth as we try to 
reach the fulness of our humanity, without the dragging 
daily misery and apprehension that must color the lives of 
those less privileged and insulated than we. 


We are not lacking in faith when we admit to 
difficulties in life. Jesus warned His Apostles to expect 
that. Not at any time did He promise them an easy life — 
or for that matter, an easy death. What He did promise 
was increasing unity with the Father and a steady growing 
into His vision of us. 


Perhaps the greatest statement of faith we can make is 
to acknowledge that there have been and are difficulties 
but that, hard as they are to endure, they have always 
represented opportunities for growth in selflessness and 
love, in compassion and forgiveness. A Christian, looking 
back on his or her life, will recognize that things were not 
always what they seemed and that the most bountiful 
blessings have had their roots in the deepest grief and 
hardship. 


THEN WE can say with absolute truth that life is 


spending $40 on an evening out. It will be awhile before 
either suggests it again. Eventually they will say, ‘“‘We 
used to enjoy an evening out together.’’ 


What went on and what went wrong? Let’s examine 
the dynamic of this fairly common situation in marriages. 
The basic problem springs from mixed expectations. 


She anticipated and expected a replay of a courtship 
evening during which they would relax, enjoy each other 
and share personal conversations away from the phone, 
kids and kitchen. Dinner out to her meant an evening of 
deeper sharing with him, for which she was yearning. The 
dinner itself was secondary, an opportunity for closeness, 
primary. 

HE ‘ANTICIPATED and expected a good steak 
dinner with conversation and closeness secondary. He 
went home mildly irritated because he bought her a nice 
dinner and she wasn’t appreciative. 


Instead of enriching their relationship, the night out 
strained it. This happens all the time in marriage. The 
event doesn’t have to be a dinner. It can be a play, a walk 
or a sports event. If one partner views it as an opportunity 
to be together and the other to enjoy the event, one is 
bound to be disappointed. 


How could this dinner situation have been avoided? By

difficult but...it is wonderful and utterly fulfilling when 
lived in the light of God’s presence and the awareness of 
His tender, loving concern. We come to understanding 
through the challenge of meeting and accepting life’s 
difficulties and, with God’s grace, using them as lessons 
and guides. We come to valuable and essential self- 
knowledge more through adversity than _ success. 
Unfortunately. 


Christians are called to be very realistic. We live in a 
world distorted by our original and continuing sin and it 
is no easy task to emerge from self-centeredness of 
emotional infancy to the agape of Christian being. Our 
physical circumstances may be horribly diminishing, or 
they may be comfortable. Our starvation may only be 
emotional. Our warfare may be inter-family or marital. 
But there is no doubt that very few, if any, lives progress 
to their end without some form of devastating difficulty. 


If the race had not been grueling, would Paul have 
taken such pride in running it? If Mary and Jesus could, 
realistically, have lived peaceful, untrampled lives, would 
they not have done so? 


LIFE IS difficult, God knows, but, it is also a miracle 
of life and wonder, an affirmation of values that endure 
and transcend and transform. We can be grateful that 
God loves us enough to sustain life in and for us and is 
generous enough to promise us life in Him forever.

stating expectations before the evening began. Angela 
could have introduced the idea with, ‘‘I miss those 
evenings out where we could talk and relax together. It’s 
been so long since we’ve really talked about anything 
except work and the kids. It’s always so rushed at home.’’ 


RON WOULD then know her needs and if he didn’t 
want to respond to them, he could have resisted the idea. 
Many spouses do for this very reason. As it was, he 
probably thought she just wanted a good dinner she didn’t 
have to cook. 


Instead of being rushed by hunger, he could have eaten 
something to stave off the pangs before they left. It’s a 
sensible solution. 


Also, when she realized the intimacy she desired 
wasn’t materializing she could have said, ‘‘Well, I can’t: 
seem to come up with a topic that interests you. What do 
you want to talk about?’’ This alerts him to her 
disappointment and leaves the ball in his court. 


COUPLES WHO really care about each other’s needs 
will pick up these cues and find a richer relationship after 
time spent together rather than a strained one. It isn’t 
enough to grab onto the old cliche, ‘“You should know 
how I feel.’? We can wait forever for that. Couples who 
want a good relationship must risk confrontation. Sadly, 
neither Angela or Ron could do that. 


Hostage situations in daily life 


The word hostage, so much in the news this summer, 
has an ancient history. The dictionary says it means ‘‘a 
person held as security for the fulfillment of certain 
terms.’’ (Hostage comes from the same word as our 
‘thost,’’ which means sacrificial victim, i.e., Christ.) As 
such, the word and practice are mentioned in the Old 
Testament. The custom was also followed by invading 
Roman generals who took back to Rome the sons and 
daughters of conquered chieftains. The idea was their 
presence in Rome was to be a guarantee for peace in the 
places occupied by Roman armies. 


As we deplore recent activities in Lebanon with the 
seizure of hostages, isn’t it true that many of us play the 
hostage game in one way or another? Do reputable people 
not act similarly? Certainly there is no shortage of parents 
who will hold children hostage, one parent seeking 
advantage over the other, to serve ‘‘the fulfiilment of 
certain terms.’’ Steven Sondheim, commenting on that 
custom, has a couple sing sardonically in the play 
Company, ‘‘It’s the children you destroy together that 
makes marriage a perfect relationship.’’ By an accident of 
birth, the child becomes a pawn which the mother will use 
to gain favors or concessions from the father, and vice™ 
versa. Yet both parents at least once agreed to the reality 
of the child’s birth. Later, one will use that child as a 
bargaining chip to gain his or her point. Parents will even 
hold the love of their children as hostage. “‘If you love me, 
you'll do this.’’ The young person loves the parent; he 


must not be expected to prove it by this specific action. 


THERE IS even a hostage game of a sort played in 
religion. Currently a priest will refuse to baptize a child 
until the parents come in to take instructions, and deny 
confirmation to a child unless he or she has fulfilled a 
number of required catechism lessons. The extreme 
penalties imposed by a pastor are not completely 
warranted by the Code of Canon Law. He interprets the 
code as his duty to see ‘‘that the faithful are properly 
instructed,’’ even if it means he has to deny the 
sacrament. So the priest sees it as his only chance to reach 
non-practicing Catholic parents and uses the child’s 
sacramental life as a pawn to win concessions from 
indifferent parents. We should not seek to blame the 
priest; he thinks he’s doing it for a good end. To baptize 
or confirm the child without instructions (to the parents, 
to the child) is, in his mind, absolutely wrong. He’s got a 
point, except hostage pressure is being used in a way. 


Some Catholic school administrators will hold the 
children’s Catholic education as hostage. It’s expected, 
for example, that in addition to paying tuition, the 
parents of children will-sell a certain number of raffie 
tickets. If they do not, the parents and the child are seen 
as unwilling to help meet school revenues. 


What’s wrong with the philosophy of hostages is that 
people are using people. A cynic might say, ‘‘Doesn’t 
everybody?’’ Yet the Christian answer is, ‘‘We’re not 


supposed to, are we?’’ If each of us is a creature of God 
made in His image, each has rights, value and worth. It 
took a Protestant philosopher to decry dangers here. 
When Immanuel Kant, explaining ethics, said, “‘No-. 
person is to be used as a means to an end,”’ he was stating 
that the moment one human manipulates and uses 
another, for whatever advantage being sought, he is 
acting unethically. Scripture would say he is acting 
immorally. 

THE GOSPEL is filled with people who tried to use 
Jesus as hostage: Judas Iscariot seeking to gain political 
power; Peter wanting the Lord’s approval to lord over his 
brothers; Mrs. Zebedee, the mother of James and John, 
prepared to use her sons’ achievements to gain for them a 
special place at the right hand of God; the high priests 
who were ready to use Jesus as a sop to the people’s 
anger; the bad thief at Jesus’ side on the cross who was 
prepared to manipulate Jesus as a means to escape. Yet in 
all of these we are to imitate Christ, Who allowed the 
games but did not Himself take part in them. Christ saw 
that in permitting Himself to be used, He would be saving 
God’s people. But it’s not quite clear we are doing that 
when we seek to manipulate people, when we use them as 
means to an end and try to make them part of our agenda 
to achieve personal advantages and victories. 

Before we deplore the capture of hostages as the work of 
barbarians, we might look around in our life and see 
whom we’re holding hostage and for what purposes.

Background of third Hispanic encounter detailed

WASHINGTON (NC) — Hispanic 
Catholics from 133 dioceses in the United 
States will come to Washington Aug. 
15-18 to adopt a pastoral plan for 
Hispanic ministry. 

An estimated 1,200 delegates from 40 
states are expected to participate in the 
Third National Hispanic Pastoral 
Encuentro to be held at the Catholic 
University of America. Encuentro, which 
means encounter in English, is a 
gathering to allow Hispanics to talk about 
needs and goals for the Church to address 
on their behalf. 


PREVIOUS NATIONAL encuentros 
were held in 1972 and 1977. 


According to Father Juan Romero, 
national coordinator of the encuentro, the 
event is expected to be ‘‘an experience 
which creates and deepens a 
consciousness of church, a study and 
reflection upon our reality.” 


The U.S. bishops’ 1983 pastoral letter 
on Hispanic ministry was the first official 
step in the process which has led to the 
encuentro. The letter called for the 
development of a pastoral plan for 
Hispanics. 

THE ENCUENTRO is the 
culmination of a two-year process that 
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themselves and each other!

began in May 1983. Pastoral teams 
visited Hispanic communities to 
determine their needs. Diocesan 
workshops and eight regional meetings 
were held to select topics and workshops 
for a planning session in April 1984. At 
that planning session, the five themes for 
the encuentro were chosen — youth, 
evangelization, education, social justice 
and leadership formation. 


Diocesan encuentros were held from 
April 1984 to January 1985, and regional 
encuentros then were held in eight cities 
around the country from March to June 
this year. 

A five-part working document, which 
treats the five themes in depth with 
numerous specific proposals, will be the 
principal focus of the encuentro. 


EACH DIOCESE will have seven 
representatives, two of whom will be the 
bishop of the diocese and the diocesan 
director or vicar for Hispanics. At least 
one diocesan representative must be a 
youth and one a woman. 


A computerized printout of the 
registered delegates showed that Texas 
will send the largest delegation (117), 
followed by California (116), New York 
(88), Florida (74), New Jersey (60), 
Illinois (59) and Michigan (57). A 
majority of the delegates will be Mexican-

y the demands of everyday life. That’s a lot 
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American followed by native Mexicans, 
Anglos and native Puerto Ricans.

THE PROCESS for the encuentros 
actually began in 1948, when bishops 
from the Southwest decided that 
Hispanics needed special ministry for fear 
they. would succumb to Protestant 
proselytizing. As a result, the Southwest 
Office for the Spanish-Speaking in San 
Antonio, Texas, was started. It was 
moved to the U.S. Catholic Conference 
in Washington in 1970 and was renamed 
the Secretariat for Hispanic Affairs. The 
secretariat is headed by Pablo Sedillo Jr. 


The idea for the encuentros was an 
offshoot of the civil rights movement as 
Hispanics began demanding a more 
visible role within the Church. The first 
encuentro was organized in 1972 by 
Sedillo and then-Auxiliary Bishop (now

HISPANICS REPRESENT 25 to 30

There are 17 Hispanic bishops and five 
regional pastoral institutes to prepare the 
clergy, Religious and laity to better serve 
Hispanic Catholics. According to the 
Secretariat for Hispanic Affairs there are 
an estimated 250 U.S.-born Hispanic 
priests and 1,500 Hispanic priests born 
outside the United States.

for FLOC boycott

When Ohio’s Catholic bishops in mid-June endorsed a 
farmworker-led boycott of Campbell Soup Co. products, 
they stepped into a more than six-year-old controversy 
over who is responsible for the wages and working 
conditions of seasonal farmworkers in the Midwest. 


The boycott began in 1979 when the Farm Labor 
based in Toledo, Ohio, 
announced it was boycotting both Campbell and Libby, 
McNeill and Libby, Inc., in an effort to secure a collective 
bargaining agreement for farmworkers in Ohio, 
Michigan and Indiana. Libby later was sold and then 
went out of business in Ohio. 


THE BOYCOTT had been in the planning stages 
since the summer of 1978, when FLOC struck — 
unsuccessfully — the tomato fields in northwest Ohio in 
hopes of securing a contract for better wages, working and 
living conditions. 

Campbell has maintained that since it does not directly 
hire farmworkers, FLOC should focus attention on the 
growers. But FLOC says Campbell decides how much 
growers will receive prior to the picking season, which 
predetermines how much the growers will pay 
farmworkers. 


Almost immediately after the Ohio bishops announced 
their endorsement of the boycott, reports circulated that 
Campbell had reached an agreement with FLOC to end 
the boycott. The reports said that FLOC and Campbell 
initialled an understanding May 13, after a series of 
meetings supervised by the National Council of 
Churches, for the formation of a commission to set 
guidelines for union elections on the farms. 


THE AGREEMENT was supposed to be effective July 
1, when the commission was to make plans for secret 
ballot elections. But the announcement has caused both 
sides to accuse each other of releasing details of the 
agreement after pledging to keep it a secret. 


The agreement called for a commission to be 
established to find a basis for resolving the dispute. It 
would consist of four representatives picked by the 
farmworkers and four picked by the growers. An 
impartial chairman, former U.S. Secretary of Labor John 
T. Dunlop, now a professor at Harvard University, was 
chosen. 


It would set rules and regulations for secret ballot 
elections and for the conduct of collective bargaining 
between FLOC and the grower’s association. Both parties 
submitted a lists of names to Dunlop. From the lists 
Dunlop will choose four representatives for each side. 
Both sides were waiting for the representatives from the 
growers to be chosen. _

VATICAN CITY (NC) — If an American television 
production team gets its way, sometime next spring

The three-minute papal talk, filmed at a general 
audience July 24, praised China for its traditions and its 
progress. The pope'also encouraged Chinese Christians to 
help their country by practicing the Gospel virtues. 


THE POPE’S remarks are scheduled to be translated 
and incorporated into a program about Rome and the 
Vatican, said Alice Herb, the show’s New York producer. 
The 15-minute segment is to be one of 52 weekly 
programs in a series entitled One World, scheduled to 
begin airing on Chinese national television next 
February.

Baldemar Velasquez, president of FLOC, said that 
Campbell released the information concerning the 
agreement in an effort to undercut the endorsement given 
by the bishops. 

‘‘Campbell packaged its news release to make it sound 
as if the agreement was a major breakthrough and that the 
boycott would end soon,’’ he said. ‘‘We knew that would 
happen and for that reason didn’t want the 
announcement of the agreement made public.”’ 


SCOTT ROMBACH, director of public relations for 
Campbell, disagreed and said Velasquez was the one who 
released the details of the agreement. He said he was 
‘disappointed, surprised and dismayed”’ by the bishops’ 
endorsement and called it an effort by the bishops to 
portray Campbell as anti-union. 


“They are trying to present Campbell as anti-union, 
yet they: themselves don’t allow teacher’s unions in their 
schools or worker’s unions in their hospitals,’’ he said. 
‘‘What’s good for the goose is good for the gander.”’ 

Willie Verhoff, associate director of the Ohio Catholic 
Conference and a member of the staff of its department of 
social concerns, disagreed with Rombach and said the

endorsement is not meant to characterize Campbell as 
anti-union. 


‘““THE POINT is Campbell has withheld from a three- 
way negotiated settlement of a farmworker justice issue,’’ 
Verhoff said. He also said that Rombach’s assertion that 
the Ohio bishop’s are anti-union is also incorrect. 


‘Tt is not true that the bishops in Ohio have kept out 
unions,”’ he said. ‘“The issue is whether or not unions are 
needed, not whether workers have the right to organize 
unions.”’ 


Verhoff also said that as a result of the boycott Catholic 
schools have slowed down dramatically the drive for 
collecting Campbell soups labels. Schools would collect 
the labels and then exchange them for school equipment. 


THE OHIO bishops became involved in July 1984 
after sending Campbell a letter stating what they believed 
to be Campbell’s responsibility to farmworkers as an 
‘‘indirect employer’’ as suggested by Pope John Paul II in 
his 1981 encyclical On Human Work. 


Several Catholic organizations have already endorsed 
the boycott including the National Catholic Rural Life 
Conference and the Secretariat for Hispanic Affairs of the 
U.S. Catholic Conference. Among other national 
organizations endorsing the boycott are the United Farm 
Workers and the National Education Association.

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Treaty, trust needed to ‘mend’ world

LA JOLLA — Public outcry, a treaty and trust are the 
three elements needed to rid the world of nuclear 
weapons, according to Linda Smith, president of MEND 
— Mothers Embracing Nuclear Disarmament. MEND is 
a three-month-old organization dedicated to raising 
global awareness of the nuclear destruction threat.

MEND’s ultimate goal is to ‘‘eradicate the world of 
nuclear weapons,’’ Smith explained. 


“I BELIEVE through public outcry, internationally,”’ 
U.S. and Soviet leaders will ‘‘have to listen,’’ said Smith, 
wife of Padres President Ballard Smith and daughter of 
Joan Kroc, the owner of McDonald’s restaurants. 


Smith believes a ‘‘mutual verifiable disarming 


process,’’ with satellite verification, is possible. 
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““Trust’’ is a key factor in the disarming process, the 
mother of four daughters said. 


‘“TRUSTING COMES in when written agreements”’ 
to disarm, ‘‘now in the works,”’ are signed by the two 
superpowers, she said. 


“We trust the Russians — the Soviets — every day of 
our-lives (now) and they trust us”’ not to use the nuclear 
weapons we both possess, she noted. 


Although she always believed in the need for nuclear 
disarmament, Smith said the idea was “lying dormant’”’ 
until she visited the Vietnam War Memorial in 
Washington D.C. last April. 


ON THE return flight, she devised the idea for MEND 


because she wanted ‘‘to make the world safe for 
children.’’ 


MEND will use ‘‘the instinct of nurturing people — 
_especially mothers,’’ she said. Once nurturing people 
become ‘‘informed’’ on the issue, they “‘will listen to their 
instincts...and act on it:’’ 


Because the organization is so young, programs are still 
in development. 


THUS FAR, MEND activities include a booth at the 
Del Mar Fair and a ‘‘Walk for Peace”’ slated for August 6 
at Balboa Park. 


Information on nuclear disarmament issues was 
distributed at the fair. Booth staff persons encouraged the 
public to be active in the organization. 


The ‘‘Walk for Peace’? will occur on the 40th 
anniversary of the bombing of Hiroshima. The event will 
include speakers, entertainment and a vigil. Several 
groups, including the diocesan Peace and Justice 
Commission, have endorsed the walk. 


THE WALK’S date was chosen “‘to express the hope 
that that was the last time the bomb will be exploded,”’ 
Smith said. ‘‘We hope the leaders of the world would 
decide that they must begin the process of eradicating 
nuclear weapons from the face of the earth.’’ 


After the walk, Smith has ‘‘visions’’ of setting up 
MEND chapters in other communities. She hopes other 
chapters will host peace walks as kick-off events. 


Although the group has not hosted any formal fund- 
raisers, ‘‘people have sent in contributions to 
help....People have been, moved to help,’’ she explained. 
The organization plans to slate fund-raisers after the walk 
because ‘‘coffers will be slightly diminished’’ by the 
event, Smith said. 

SMITH IS interested in ‘‘writing and implementing 
education programs’’ for schools. Such programs could 
be used at all levels of education, she explained. MEND 
speakers, for example, could address high school 
assemblies. 


“It’s important for kids to have hope and learn 
peacemaking methods,’’ she explained. “They need to 
learn to be peaceloving people and a peaceloving nation.”’ 
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NO MORE WAR — A 1932 German poster by artist 
John Heartfield says “never again’’ to war. 


She believes such programs may “‘give children a 
feeling of hope.’’ Studies indicated many children, 
especially teen-agers, have a sense of ‘‘hopelessness”’ 
because of the nuclear weapons proliferation, she said. 


MANY CHILDREN feel all they do is “‘futile’”’ or has 
“no: meaning’’ because the world may not exist much 
longer, Smith said. Such feelings lead to drug abuse and 
suicide. Many youngsters are ‘‘discouraged’’ about 
pursuit of ‘‘a serious goal in life.’’ 


However, she noted, studies also indicate that children 
of parents who take an active role in the anti-nuclear 
movement “‘feel safer and more secure.’’ By ‘‘making a 
statement’’ against nuclear weapons, such as 
participating in peace walks, parents can ‘‘make children 
happy,’’ she added. 


Smith’s own daughters ‘‘understand’’ and are 
“‘happy’’ with their mother’s participation in the anti- 
nuclear effort. ‘“They never complain about my coming 
to the (MEND) office.... They sense I’m doing something 
to help them,”’ she said. . 


“I NEVER thought I'd be leaving them (her children) 
for any reason,’’ Smith explained. Because she had no 
economic reason to work, she always believed she 
“should be’’ at home with her children. 


But ‘‘this issue is so important (that) I feel totally 
Justified’’ in being away from them, she said, adding that 
she speaks to her children ‘‘at least 10 times a day”’ by

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Anniversary noted by 
several peace groups

Peate organizations nationwide will commemorate the 
40th anniversary of the atomic bombings of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki, Japan, with demonstrations and events as 
varied as a ‘‘peace ribbon’’ ringing the Pentagon and 
human “‘shadows’’ painted on streets. 


Other events planned include religious services, tours 
of U.S. cities by survivors of the bombings and a 
telephone link between annual commemoration 
ceremonies at Hiroshima and U.S. rallies. 


THE BOMBINGS of the two Japanese cities, on Aug. 
6 and 9, 1945, were estimated to have killed 200,000 
people. 


The National Federation of Priests’ Councils called for 
Aug. 6 to be ‘‘a day of national reconciliation and 
prayer’’ that would recall that the ‘‘United States began a 
new form of warfare, nuclear war.’’ 


The “‘peace ribbon’’ that organizers hope to ring the 
Pentagon and stretch to the White House and the Capitol 
Aug. 4 was conceived by 61-year-old Justine Merritt of 
Denver. The ribbon, made of individually sewn 36-by- 
18-inch panels to be lined up end to end, has been called 
the most ambitious needlework project since ‘‘Betsy Ross 


and Old Glory.’’ : 


A NUMBER of Catholic parishes and _ religious 
congregations around the country have been sewing 
panels reflecting various peace themes for the ribbon. 
Among those endorsing the peace ribbon was the 
Conference of Major Superiors of Men, which urged its 
members to contribute manpower to the project. 


The “‘Shadow Project,’’ on the other hand, will involve 
painters leaving whitewash outlines of:shadows on streets 
in communities across the country, as well as in nine 
Canadian provinces and 24 foreign countries, during the 
early morning hours of Aug. 6, according to organizers. 


Alan Gussow, an artist from. Congers, N.Y., said he 
was inspired to found the project when he saw a 
photograph of a human shadow burned into some steps 
250 yards from where the first atomic bomb hit at 
Hiroshima. 


“GOD ONLY knows who it was. The person had 
vaporized, leaving their shadow and a profound impact 
on me,’’ Gussow said. 

According to Gussow, the purpose of the Shadow 
Project is to feed people’s imaginations and get them 
involved. 


“People are forced to step on the shadows, and they’Il 
try and figure out what they are, this way it gets them 
talking,’’ he said. 


AMONG THE religious observances will be a Mass 
celebrated in Baltimore the evening of Aug. 3 by 
Auxiliary Bishop John H. Ricard. The Mass is related to 
an Aug. 4 day of remembrance of the bombings being 
observed in the Baltimore archdiocese.

“Tt wasn’t necessary to hit them with that awful 
thing,’’ Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower said of the 
Hiroshima bombing. 
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The solemn funeral of Fray Junfpero 
Serra took place at San Carlos on Sunday 
morning, ~ August  1295.-°. 1784" 
Representatives of all the elements of the 
friar’s diversified life participated at the 
ceremonies. 


Among the mourners were the 600 
Indian converts living at the mission, the 
mission guard, the men from the presidio, 
the officers and most of the crew of the San 
Carlos. Europe, North and South 
America; Mallorca, Mexico, Baja 
California and the Sierra Gorda; the 
army navy, the professions, artisans and 
toilers — all were represented. 


THERE WERE Indians who had 
come from practically every rancheria in 
the area of Carmel. During the 14 years 
of established mission life at San Carlos, 
Serra and his co-workers had extended 
their evangelizing efforts nearly 30 miles 
south, 20 miles north and 20 miles east of 
the actual mission. 


One of the mourners was Bernardino 
de Jesus Fages, the very first one Serra

baptized in California, on Dec. 26, 1770, 
who was now one of the /fiscales of the 
mission. 


Throughout the day, at half-hour 
intervals, a cannon shot was fired from 
the San Carlos and answered by a volley 
from the cannons of the presidio. The 
reverberations were heard in the Carmel 
Valley. The doble of the mission bells and 
the firing of the cannons ‘‘melted the 
hearts of all,’’ according to Fray 
Francisco Palou. 


WITHIN THE crowded church, a 
vigil was solemnly kept, followed by.a 
solemn requiem Mass. It was celebrated 
by Fray Palou. The Indian choir provided 
the music and army and naval officers 
held lighted candles. Interestingly, there 
is no mention of a homily. Serra’s life was 
its own homily, perhaps that was 
recognized even then. 


Burial was deferred until afternoon. In 
the meantime some of the people 
remained in the church, viewing the 
remains, praying and touching them with 
their medals and rosaries. 


At 4 p.m., the bells called all the people 
together again. A procession was formed. 


The officers alternated bearing on their 
shoulders the remains of the presidente. 


THE PROCESSION was held in the 
courtyard or patio of the mission 
enclosure. Four stops were made during 
its course, during which a response was 
sung. The procession then re-entered the 
church and the bearers placed the coffin 
on a table at the foot of the altar. 


The open grave was blessed and 
incensed. The last prayers were said and 
the mortal remains of Fray Junfpero 
Serra were lowered into the opening in 
the sanctuary floor, close to those of Fray 
Juan Crespi. 


Another response was sung, ‘“‘the tears, 
sighs and cries of those assisting drowning 
out the voices of the chanters.’’ Then the 
congregation dispersed. Seventy 
laborious years were a part of history. 


WHEN PALOU gave one of Serra’s 
handkerchiefs to Dr. Jaun Garcia, the 
royal physician, the doctor said ‘‘with this 
little cloth, I expect to effect more cures 
than with all my books and pharmacy.’’

treatment of so-called ‘‘Baby Doe’’ cases, 
named after an Indiana infant allowed to 
die without treatment. 


THE ‘‘COMMENTARY on 
Principles on Treatment of Handicapped 
Newborns’’ was signed by Father Edward 
Bryce, director of the bishops’ Office for 
Pro-Life Activities, and by Michael 


Amen. 
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Wyschogrod, director of the American 
Jewish Congress’ Institute for Christian- 
Jewish Relations and chairman of the 
philosophy department at Baruch 
College, City University of New York. 


The Jewish agency and the NCCB 
committee agreed that government 
should not step into a case unless ethical 
principles are being violated but should 
help parents facing financial burdens of 
caring for a handicapped baby. 


The six principles state that: 


e Every newborn has the right to 
basic care, and government should step in 
when parents are unable or unwilling to 
provide such care. 


@ Medical intervention is not 
required when it clearly would be futile. 


¢ Handicaps alone do not justify 
withholding medical treatment ‘‘when 
such treatment offers reasonable hope of 
benefit and does not impose excessive 
pain or other burdens on the patient.”’ 


° When there is disagreement 
among doctors on alternative treatments 
for a life-threatening condition, ‘‘parents 
have the right and obligation to make 
conscientious and medically informed 
choices between alternate methods of 
treatment’’ and should ask which course 
of action seems likely to promote the 
child’s best interest. 


¢ Government should not intervene 
in the decisions of parents ‘‘unless there is 
a preponderance of evidence that one or 
more of the foregoing principles is being 
violated.”’ 


¢ Government should support the 
treatment and care of handicapped 
children ‘‘so that parents can make 
decisions about treatment without undue 
financial pressure.’’ 


In the commentary, Father Bryce and 
Wyschogrod noted their agreement does 
not reflect all concerns of Catholics and 
Jews in regard to treating handicapped 


_ babies, ‘‘nor could any one statement 


reflect the full complexity of our 
respective traditions in this area.’’ 


But they added that the statement 
“‘does represent a signficant consensus on 
both medical ethics in general and the 
right of citizens with disabilities in 
particular.”’ 


THE COMMENTARY said respect 
for the inherent dignity of life means that 
basic sustenance and care must be 
provided handicapped infants, aside from 
the specific medical treatment which may 
be necessary. 


. 
The commentary also noted that 
sometimes parents must choose between 


alternative treatments or no treatment at 
all. 


‘“*Parental choices in such 
circumstances should be made in terms of 
what course of action will serve the child’s 


best interest,’’ according to Father Bryce 
and Wyschogrod. ‘‘The expression 
‘child’s best interest” does not include the 
possibility of negative judgments about 
the value of handicapped children’s 
lives.”’ ; 


THE COMMENTARY sstated that 
because parents often feel financially 
pressured toward denial of life-saving 
treatment of a handicapped child, 
“increased local, state and _ federal 
assistance for these children and their 
families is an important ingredient in any 
complete solution to the problem of 
discrimination against handicapped 
newborns.”’

The May 9 Vatican announcement 
said the silencing would require Father 
Boff. to refrain from writing, speaking at 
conferences or working on the editorial 
staff of a Brazilian ecclesiastical review. It 
did not mention the duration of the 
silencing. 

ON MAY 30 Cardinal Ratzinger said 
the silencing would last for one year. 


The Francisican sources said Father 
Boff has been told he will be able to return 
to the prohibited activities, but has been 
warned to be careful about his theology. 


A group of leading Brazilian bishops 
met with the pope July 5 to discuss 
“‘various problems,’’ the Vatican said. 
No details were released, but before the 
meeting Cardinal Aloiso Lorscheider of 
Fortaleza, Brazil, said it would provide 
“fa chance to take another look’’ at Father 
Boff’s situation. He had accompanied the 
priest to a meeting on Sept. 7, 1984, with 
Cardinal Ratzinger. to discuss the 
Franciscan’s writings. 


LAST MAY, Cardinal Ratzinger 
described the silencing as a ‘‘sabbatical 
year.’’ That was the last official Vatican 
comment on the action which followed the 
doctrinal congregation’s declaration that 
a book written by Father Boff was 
dangerous to the faith. 


According to the sources, the Brazilian 
bishops told the Vatican of strong public 
criticism of the silencing in Brazil and 
elsewhere. 


The bishops spent eight hours in 
meetings with Cardinal Ratzinger, the 
sources said, and two hours with the 
pope. In addition to the issue of Father 
Boff, the sessions worked out problems in 
communication between the Brazilian 
bishops and the Vatican, they said. 


FATHER BOFF was silenced in late 
April after the Vatican declared his book 
Church: Charism and Power contains 
views which ‘‘endanger the sound 
doctrine of the faith.’’

As I was Saying...A Chesterton Reader, edited by 
Robert Knille. William B. Eerdmans (Grand Rapids, 
Mich., 1985). 314 pp., $18.95. 


During the first third of this century, the name G. K. 
Chesterton was synonymous with wit and wisdom. This 
collection proves that it still is. 


The output of the English writer was extraordinary: 
nearly 100 books and hundreds of articles for scores of 
British and American magazines. His range was even 
more remarkable: from humor, detective stories, plays 
and poetry to biography, literary criticism and essays. 


ARRANGED THEMATICALLY, this anthology 
includes a generous selection of the essays. This form 
came naturally to Chesterton, who used it to tackle 
subjects as diverse as fairy tales, Catholic schools, 
marriage, advertisements and Abraham Lincoln. The 
common thread is his deep Catholic faith. 


Chesterton related everything to heartfelt convictions 
about humanity, reason, religion and eternal destiny. As 
he wrote in 1903, ‘‘You cannot evade the issue of God; 
whether you talk about pigs or the binomial theory, you 
are still talking about Him.”’ 


““Zulus, gardening, butchers’ shops, lunatic asylums, 
housemaids and the French Revolution,”’ he added, ‘“‘all 
these things not only may have something to do with the 
Christian God, but must have something to do with Him 
if He really lives and reigns.’’

Junipero Serra: The Illustrated Story of the Franciscan 
Founder of California’s Missions, by Don DeNevi and 
Noel Francis Moholy. Harper and Row (New York, 
1985). 224 pp., $14.95. 

For most Americans, the San Diego Padres are a 
baseball team in the National League. 


Those familiar with U.S. history would recognize that 


the team, like many attractions and cities in California, 
derives its name from the Franciscans who helped settle 
the 31st state. 


IN TRYING to advance the Gospel in the United 
States today, it is important to recall America’s spiritual 
foundation. And at a time when Hispanics are making a 
major contribution to the American Catholic Church, it is 
appropriate to consider Hispanic-American history. 


The diminutive Father Junipero Serra is a giant in 
Californian and American Catholic history. More than 
anyone else, Father Serra was responsible for bringing the 
Gospel and civilization to the West Coast as he founded 
nine of California’s 21 missions. 


To accomplish the task he had to contend with 
sometimes hostile Indians, dangerous animals, harsh 
travel conditions, poor morale and sin among the settlers, 
bureaucracy in the Church and in government, pettiness 
in military officials and his own declining health. 


THE CHURCH’S consideration of Father Serra’s 


sainthood is in progress. A readable biography is timely, - 


especially a biography that treats the humble, yet 
stubborn, private side of the missionary. The DeNevi and 
Moholy book is excellent in every respect, but one. 


All biographies of Father Serra are dependent upon the 
very first biography of him written by his lifelong friend 
and fellow missionary, Father Francisco Palou. Another 
Franciscan, Father Maynard Geiger, contributed a well- 
researched biography in the 1950s. 


DeNevi and Father Moholy admit their debt to these 
two books. Unfortunately they have not taken the story 
much beyond the previous biographies. There are far too 
many daily details from Father Serra’s life and not 
enough context in American history and in today’s time. 


WHAT ARE the lessons today’s missionaries in North 
America should learn from Father Serra? How could the 
spiritual foundation of the United States be reclaimed 
from materialism? DeNevi and Father Moholy do not 
adequately develop themes in this biography and thus fail 
to convey a sense of urgency. 

Other biographers of Father Serra, using the Palou and 
Geiger sources, have told the same story that DeNevi and 
Father Moholy tell. A 1970 biography, In The Shade of 
the Juniper Tree, by Katherine and Edward Ainsworth, 
follows much the same chronology and provides many of 
the incidents contained in the present book. 

A generation of Catholics that does not know how the 
San Diego Padres got their name will profit from reading 
this biography of the great Junipero Serra.

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Controversy swirls around St. Jude statue in New York

GATES, N.Y. (NC) — A financially pressed woman 
who found $10,000 at the foot of a St. Jude statue on the 
last day of her novena to the saint will not be prosecuted 
for claiming the money. 


Larceny charges against the woman, Margaret C. 
Burke, were formally dismissed in Gates Town Court 


TOOK MONEY — Margaret Burke, 37, of Gates, N.Y., 
had been accused of grand larceny for taking money 
that had been left as a tribute to St. Jude, the saint of 
desperate causes. Burke found the money after nine 
days of praying at the statue, she said, and thought 
the cash was an answer to her prayers. 


‘Old country’ affects

APOPKA, Fla. (NC) — Rural Hispanic women feel 
that “‘old country”’ culture still affects their lives in the 
Church and society and recommend that the Church use 
its influence to assure the rights of women. 


This was among findings released by the Diocese of 
Orlando in a report on the relationship of rural Hispanic 
women with the Church. An earlier report released June 
24 said that women wanted more recognition for their 
work in the Church and more involvement in leadership 
positions. 


THE FIRST report included testimony from more 
than 1,000 women at nine parish meetings in preparation 
for the first draft of a U.S. bishops’ pastoral letter on 
women in the Church and society. The pastoral is 
scheduled to be completed in 1988. 


The latest report recommended the Church use its 


influence for rural Hispanic women to assure quality low- 


cost child care; equal opportunity within the Church; 
basic survival skills; and, for the Church to be an example 
of what it preaches about the dignity of women. 


The report said that the ‘‘old country’’ culture has 
caused the women to fear for their survival. It said that 
many ‘‘have no idea how much (money) their husbands 
make, can never touch the money.’’ They have no 
information on their husband’s debts or payments, have 
no credit of their own and their names appear on no 
ownership papers. 


SOME WOMEN said they have been told by priests 
“‘that their lot in life is to put up with abuse and that as 
Christians-Catholics they cannot leave an abusive 
situation.” 


Therefore, ‘‘many women cannot be independent 
because they do not know how to do things,’’ the report 
said.

ACCORDING TO the woman and the parish pastor, 
Father John J. Steger, the incident began in February 
1984 when Burke, a divorced mother of three, prayed at 
St. Jude’s statue at the church for nine days. On the ninth 
day, she and her 10-year-old daughter found an envelope 
at the statue containing $10,000 in cash, which she 
regarded as the answer to her prayers. 


The money had been left at the statue as an anonymous 
donation by a man who sought St. Jude’s intercession in a 
career change. By the time the donor returned home from 
the church and called Father Steger to see if the priest had 
picked up the money, it was gone. 


Though little is known about St. Jude, he traditionally 
has been known as the saint of hopeless causes. A popular 
account has him martyred in Persia along with fellow 
apostle Simon for preaching the Gospel. 


FOR MORE than 16 months, the whereabouts of the 
money was unclear. Because Father Steger could not 
prove the contribution had in fact been there at all, he did 
not go to the police. 


Then, on July 14, a parishioner mentioned to him that 
a woman, alleged to be Burke, had prayed to St. Jude and 
found $10,000 at the statue in 1984. 


Father Steger alerted police and Burke was 
subsequently charged with second-degree grand larceny, 
which can include taking something one does not own. 


THE PRIEST soon decided to drop charges, however, 
after the case aroused considerable local controversy and 
media coverage. 

He said he initially decided to press charges because of 
responsibility to the parish. ‘‘St. Jude’s (parish) is out 
$10,000,” he said. 

He did not speak to Burke directly because ‘‘I didn’t 
feel as though I could confront the person or search her 
out —‘she’s not from this parish.’’ He added, ‘‘I could 
have left myself open to something very serious if I had. I 
don’t know this woman personally.”’ 


FATHER STEGER also said he has no plans to try to 
get $10,000 repayment.

“*If down the road she feels restitution should be made, 
we'll leave it to her own conscience,’’ he said. ‘‘I don’t 
think charity is something we should look upon as 
something to be retrieved.’’ 


The commotion has prompted ‘‘somewhat of an 
adverse reaction to people’s faith and trust and devotion 
to St. Jude, and i don’t think any monetary loss would 
offset that harm,’’ he said. He decided to drop the charges 
“for the sake of faith and the good of the Church and 
devotion and trust in St. Jude,’’ he added. 


BURKE SAID the money was spent on paying bills, 
getting her car fixed, buying furniture and sending her 
oldest daughter to beauty school, and that she has been 
relying on public assistance to support her family. 

She also has become embroiled in a bitter divorce fight 
with her second husband, a Maryland contractor. 

‘“There’s no way I can tell people how I felt at that time 
(when the money was discovered),’’ she said. ‘‘I had a 
dollar in my pocket. I think it (the $10,000) was left for 
me.

Adding to the family burdens, they asserted, are 
husbands’ attitudes that ‘‘want them to have babies gvery 
year’’ and husbands’ refusal to let wives use any method 
of family planning. 


THE REPORT said that the women felt it appears that 
“‘the Church is composed mostly of women.’’ Women 
and children attend services, do much of the work, raise 
money and perform the ministries, the report said, yet 
women are not considered real leaders. 


The rural Hispanic women said they never stop 
working. ‘‘Most work outside the home, often alongside 
their husbands,’’ the report said. While husbands rest, 
visit friends and watch TV after work, women do 
household chores. Thus, they insist, ‘‘women can’t 
participate in church, educational programs or the 
like...because men won’t share household 
responsibilities. ’’ 


In some families ‘‘men won’t allow their wives to work 
even though the family needs the income,’’ because they 
have ‘‘macho egos,’’ the women said. 


THE HISPANIC women spoke positively about 
themselves saying that ‘‘women are responsible...are 
unifiers...are sensitive to the world around them...and 
are in touch with the pain of others.’’ They noted that 
“‘there is no status at all in our society for single women. 
It is a forgotten vocation and single mothers are a 
scandal.’’ 


Many rural Hispanic women lack formal education. 
The report noted, ‘‘Many Hispanic women cannot read 
or write in English or Spanish.’’ The primary source for 
education, they said, was television. However, ‘‘while it 
helps us learn English, it presents women as only white 
beauties with many clothes (and) rich. It makes them long 
for things they will never have.”’

Congress says ‘enough’ to vandalism against encase:

WASHINGTON (NC) — In June, an apparent arson 
attack destroyed the altar at the Newman Center in 
Tucson, Ariz. A month later, a vandal ruined tombstones 
in a New York City cemetery containing graves of 
colonists and Jewish Revolutionary War soldiers. A year 
ago, alleged arsonists torched two predominantly ee 
churches in South Carolina. 


And across the country since spring of 1984, anti- 
Catholic posters have been plastered on church and 
private property, including the headquarters of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops and the 
chancery and cathedral in Des Moines, Iowa. 


RELIGIOUS bigots seem non-denominational in their 
hatred: Episcopal, Greek Orthodox, Buddhist and 


- Mormon houses of worship have been hit as well as 


Catholic and Jewish. 

Congress is saying ‘‘enough.”’ 

Although preventing acts of religious vandalism may be 
difficult, bills introduced in the House of Representatives 
would make religious vandalism and acts of hatred federal 
crimes, use the government to collect data on hate crimes, 
and stiffen the penalties against perpetrators of such 
violence. 


“IT SOUNDS to me like it’s a good idea...a 
marvelous idea,’’ said Richard McMunn, publications 
director for the Catholic League for Religious and Civil 
Rights. ‘“The League abhors attacks on ne religion, he 
said. 


A spokesman for the U.S. Catholic Conference, public 
action agency of the bishops, said that while the USCC 
has taken no position on the religious vandalism bills, the 
bishops have long opposed religious intolerance and 
bigotry. 

On July 22, the House passed a bill which would 
_ Fequire the Justice Department to collect and publish 
‘annually data on hate crimes and anti-religious acts, 
including cross-burnings, threats, trespassing, thefts, 
arson and vandalism. 


SUCH LEGISLATION is needed, according to the 
bill’s sponsor, Rep. Barbara Kennelly, D-Conn., a 
Catholic, because such crimes are getting too little 
attention from law enforcement officials and no federal 
clearinghouse now compiles these statistics. 


Two other bills would take a slightly different approach 
by focusing on the crimes themselves and requiring 
penalties under federal law. 


One, H.R. 665, sponsored by Rep. Dan Glickman, 
D-Kan., who is Jewish, would exact penalties of up to 
$10,000 and five years’ imprisonment for acts of religious 
vandalism in which no one is injured; and fines of up to 
$15,000 or 15 years’ imprisonment for acts which injure 
someone. If death results from such acts, the penalty is an 
unlimited number of years in prison, including life.

CRIMES OF religious bigotry and violence are 
“‘uniquely better prosecuted by the states,’’ she testified. 
““This legislation would be an ineffective law enforcement 
response to the problem of vandalism and other forms of 
violence directed at religious groups,’’ she said. 


Richard T. Foltin, associate legal director of the 
American Jewish Committee, testified that such 
legislation ‘‘should in no way be understood as obviating 
the responsibility and the duty of state and _ local 
governments to be the primary defender of the rights of 
citizens.’’ Nonetheless, he added, ‘‘the federal 
government does have a role to play in this, especially 
when the First Amendment rights of citizens are being 
violated.’’

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Do movies push drugs?

NEW YORK (NC) — The use of 
illegal drugs is portrayed favorably in at 
least 60 major movies, most produced 
during the past five years, but few films 
contain clear anti-drug messages, 
according to an article in the July 21 issue 
of Parade magazine. 


The article, written by Parade reporter 
Michael Satchell, also said many movies 
aimed at the youth market ‘‘depict heavy 
drinking and pot smoking as inevitable 
rites of passage.”’ 


THIS TREND has sparked a new 
movement to change the way drug use is 
portrayed in the media, Satchell reported. 
Critics of the way Hollywood portrays 
drug use hope to persuade writers, 
directors, producers. and actors to show 
the problems drugs cause. 


In addition, some groups are calling for 
Motion Picture Association of 
America ratings board to add a warning 
to its ratings alerting parents when 
movies glorify drugs, the article said. 


Parade, 


in a two-question survey, 


_ asked readers whether or not they are in 


favor of the Motion Picture Association of 
American adding an ‘‘SA’’ — substance 
abuse — warning to movies that show 
““sratuitous drug abuse’’ and whether or 
not they believe movies favorably 
depicting illegal drug use should be rated 
X. 


BEFORE THE 1960s,

. characters who used drugs were portrayed 


as ‘‘junkies, hopheads and losers,’’ the 
article said. 

“Then the upsurge of drug usage in 
society that accompanied the turbulent 
events of the late 1960s and 1970s was 
mirrored in the entertainment media,’’ it

said. Today, drug usage is presented in 
many movies as a normal and enjoyable 
part of life, according to the article. 


Network television has eliminated most 
positive references to drugs from its 
programs and has produced many dramas 
which carry strong anti-drug messages, 
the article reported. But the networks fail 
to edit out drug sequences in theatrical 
movies they air, even though obscenity, 
graphic violence, nudity and explicit 
sexual content are edited out, it added. 

“IN THE 60 films that imply drug 
endorsement, most show marijuana 
smoking, although virtually every other 
illegal drug is displayed except heroin — 
which is always depicted negatively,’’ the 
article said. 


Among the movies said to portray drug 
use in a positive light are Terms of 
Endearment, which in 1983 won five 
Academy Awards including Best Picture, 
and other box-office hits such as Private 
Benjamin, Nine to Five, Poltergeist, 
Romancing the Stone and The Big Chill. 

Others cited by the magazine include 
current hits Mask, in which one major 
character, played by Cher, smokes 
marijuana, snorts cocaine and takes pills; 
Desperately Seeking Susan, in which rock 
music star Madonna offers a marijuana 
cigarette to an uptight character; and The 
Breakfast Club, in which high school 
students smoke pot as a way to break 
down social barriers and shyness. 


MOVIES AIMED at teen-agers 
which, according to the article, show 
drinking and smoking pot as an inevitable 
part of growing up include Footloose, 
Risky Business, Revenge of the Nerds and 
Sixteen Candles.
